The features of claims 1 - 69 are novel and inventive as the prior art fails to disclose a DRM system where usage 
rights can be transferred from one player to another without the need for a third-party license server, with 
requests and responses being transmitted to and from a first and second content player, and usage rights being 
activated or deactivated using digital licenses with status indicators. The features of claims 1 - 69 do not appear 
in any single application or patent published before the earliest priority date of the claims.
